THIRTY-EIGHT PRLSIDENTS.
The national constitution vests the
execative power of this government
in the hands of one chief executive,
under the title of President. To him
the sole power of appointing foreign
ministers, judges’ of our federal
courts, revenue cfficers, and all other
officlale in the civil service of the
government, is delegated. The Sen-
ate of the United States is rcquired
to pass its judgment upon the fitness
snd competency of presidential ap-
pointments. If, in their jodgment,
the President has made sny appoint-
ment that is unfit to be made, it is
their privilege to reject the nomina-
ticn and the President is compelled
to nsme another.

The responsibility for all federal
appolntments and incldentally for the
conduct of these cflicials is with the
president. To deprive the president
of the power of appolntment and
still hold him responsible iz mo less
unjust than woconstifational, It
would reduce him simply to the level
of & mere figure head.

The Senate of the United Slates
bas been in session ever since the
fifth of March under a call of the
president requestiog them to conslder
and ratily
eeveral important pending treaties,
After two months of froitless wrang-
ling over the reorgsnization of ihe
senste, a msjority of that bady has
finally agreed to consider the businers
for which the senate was convened.
Before reaching that decision, how-
ever, the republican ecnators under
tho lead of the imperions senator from
the Empire state, Lir. Conkling, have
bound themselves through their
cancus to certain formalities of pro-
codurs, which would reduce the
President of thas United States to a
mere clerk of the Senate, and strip
him of the most important preroga-
tive with which he fs reated by the
national constitation. Under the pre-
text of enforcing meanatorisl comity,
the Ssnate of the United States ia

executive sppelutments,

about to arropate to itseli powers
which would transform it into a bedy
of partisan dictators. They have
made a compact that binds them to re-
fuso consideration of snynomination
made by the president whenever ob-
jection s ralsed to tho nomlnee by the
republican senator rapresenting the
state from whish the nominee hails,
In other worde, no matter how compe-
tent the man may be whom the presi-
dent nominates for any office, no mat-
ter what the srgeacy may be that im-
pelsthe president to make the appoint-
ment, all that there ls needed to with-
hold spproval of such an sppointment
is the imperious vots of one senvwtor.
A vacancy causad by death cr disability
may exlst in the pablic service and
the wheels of the govarnment may be
clogged by the want of a compatent
officer to discharge the functisns of
the office, in the civil service, upon
the supreme bench, orin the army or
in the navy, and the president is
estopped from filllng (he vacansy be-
cause one out of the seventy-six sona-
tors has zeen fit to raise objection.

This simply meansthst this nation
ivetond of havieg one admiuvisirative
head sblall have thirty-cight chief
exccatives, respousible to nobody
aud accountable to nchody., If this
invesion of the rights of the presi-
dunt iz tolersted and submitted to
this country will soon have to declde
whethor they will not abolish
presidency and abolith & msny-head-
ed dictatorship which sooner or later
would lead to anarchy and a ayatem
of government akin to

The Weater Rcutes to the Seaboard.
New Orleans Times.

The movement of weatern graln
from the luterior to the seabosrd by
wsy of the Mississippi river ia the
chief lopic discussed by the leading
journals of the conntry, It is almost
impessible to ind any newspaper in
tho north, south, east or west that
does not speak of it in some way cor
other, All of them recognize the ad-
vantages of the Missigsippi route, all
of them, with few exceptione, re-
joice that an outlet for ihe producta
ot the weet has been made available
that greatly lossens the cost of
markoting thise preducts. The
few exceptions are found In Chicago
and New York. Chicago fears that
the new route will deprive her of her
supremacy a8 8 graiu mirket, and New
York is apprehensive that she will
not ounly lose her grain trade,but that
she wlill cease to be the impcriing
point for the west. Doth cities, with
churacteristic energy and enterprise,
are tryink to discover somo way to
avert the threatened danger. It may
be safely stated, perhaps, that if they
could have foreseen the results that
would follow a deep channel at the
month of the Mississippl river they
would have exerted themsalvea to the
utmost to prevent an appropriation
for the bullding of the jstties. Chi-
¢sgo, however, hasn't s0 much cauze
for alarm as New York. The fermer
city is now seriously dizcussing a plan
for connecting heraelf with the
Miseissippi river by  meane
of a canal and the Illinois river. If
this project Is carrled out Chicago
may continoe to control a very iarve
portion of the grain of the weat. Tne
grain, however, will not go to New
York. It will cometo New Oileans,
New York hasn't se promising a pros-
peet for averting the dapger to her
trade. She Is threatened not ounly
with the Mississippi river, but also
with the Welland canal. That canal
will ba completed in a few montha, It
will be cf immense capacity. Veseels
of fifteen hundred tous borden will
ba able to load at Chicago and reach
the docksat Liverpool without break-
ing bulk, How does New York pro-
pose to protect hereelf ! Saveral plans
are discussed, all of which are
connected with the Improvement of
the Eria canal. It s fizst propozed
to remove the constitutional restric-

Some of those who oppused
government aid for the Improvewent
of the Missieslppi river find no difli-
culty in the way of taxing the nation:1
resources in behalf of a eanal which
lies wholly within a state where their
interests are at stake. In view of
the position which many of the New
York papers tock on the Mississippl
appropriation bill, it will be Interast-
ing to sze what argumests they «ill
use in support of the Erie cansl
scheme. In connection with the im-
provement of the Erie canal a plan to
cut a canal acrcsi the southern por-
tlon of DMichigan ia talked® of.
Such a cacal would lessen the
distance between New York and Chl-
eago, by water, at least a thoussnd
miles, Even if New York succeeds
in her plaos for getling an improved
and ehorter water ronte to Chicago it
is doubtful if euch a route will be abls
to complete successfully with the
Mississippl river. It will take years
to complete the proposed system of
canals, and in thit time the Ictegests
of the west will become so identified
with thosa of the gonth that it will ba
difficalt, ‘f nct impossible, for New
York to recover her | at ground, even
though her improved and shortened
water route prove tob: &ll that its
prejectcrs claim for it.
